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NE OF America’s greatest 
O national wonders is Yellow- 

stone National Park in Wyo- 
ming. It was my good fortune 
recently to visit this breath-taking 
reservation of geysers, waterfalls, 
canyons, wild life, and other spec- 
tacles. No words can describe the 
grandeur that is there and the 
overwhelming beauty of almost 
every inch of the park. Naturally, 
thousands upon thousands of peo- 
ple were there, and are, no doubt, 
there at all seasons of the years. 
There were numbers of people 
gathered at all the places we 
visited, but at one particular geyser 
there were far more people than 
at any of the others. 

Long before we reached this 
geyser, we saw Many cars and thou- 
sands of people. On the wall of an 
adjacent resort hotel was a sign 
which read, “The next eruption of 
‘Old Faithful’ will be at 12:20.” We 
had plenty of time, and found an 
ideal spot from which to witness 
the eruption of this world-famous 
geyser. A trooper with a megaphone 
in his hand stood near the depres- 
sion in the earth and watched the 
gurgling, bubbling, steaming water. 
Finally he lifted his megaphone to 
his lips and cried out that the 
geyser would now erupt. We wit- 
nessed a column of steam and 
scalding waters spout more than 
one hundred feet into the air, 
which continued for about one 
minute. When that minute was 
past and the geyser lay quiet again, 
the thousands of people dispersed 
and went on their ways to see 
other points of interest in the park. 

This attraction had perhaps 
twenty times more people at it 





than anything else we saw. Other 
geysers (for there are many hun- 
dreds of them there) were equally 
spectacular in their eruptions, but 
they are never heard of outside 
the park, and do not draw even 
a portion of the visitors that are 
drawn to this particular one. The 
cause of this can be summed up 
in one word, “dependability.’”’ Over 
the span of years that history has 
been lived on this continent, it has 
been observed that with almost un- 
erring regularity this geyser will 
erupt and send forth its jet of 
steam and scalding water. It is so 
regular that it seems almost me- 
chanical, and this regularity has 
earned for it the name “Old Faith- 
ful.” People can depend on it. Peo- 
ple are not disappointed by it. 

Hour by hour men are able to 
predict at what time “Old Faithful” 
will erupt. Around the world people 
use this regularity and faithfulness 
as a symbol of dependability. Our 
lives should be like that. The virtue 
of dependability should be one of 
the first virtues ever acquired by 
any person, and by all means by 
every Christian. 

Our lives should be so that people 
can know that what we promise 
will be fulfilled, and know that what 
is right can be expected of us, and 
know that no failure on our part 
will cause distress to others. “Old 
Faithful” is predictable; men know 
what to expect of it. So should we 
be predictable in that people will 
know that we will never be false. 
Fickleness is no virtue, but is a 
blight on any character. 

I can recall in my childhood 
when the expression was in vogue, 
“His word is as good as his bond.” 


While it is true that all men have 
not always been reliable and trust- 
worthy, it is true that many people 
make it their ambition to create 
a reputation for dependability. That 
should be the aspiration of every 
Christian alive today. We should 
even be careful to the point of 
fanaticism to be proved dependable 
and reliable in all things. No fault 
is more unnecessary than that of 
undependability, and no fault will 
more quickly destroy other people’s 
confidence in you and kill your 
own sense of responsibility and in- 
tegrity. It is true that our word 
should be our bond; that our oral 
promise will be the same as if we 
had written it and signed it be- 
fore a legal authority. Many peo- 
ple make so many promises and 
break them that soon one realizes 
that the only thing to be depended 
upon in that person is the fact 
that he will be undependable, and 
that his word is no good (this is 
a paradox!). 

The church is in need of res- 
ponsible people. Being responsible is 
being faithful to our duty, even in 
times when it is possible to shirk it. 
You cannot make a good Christian 
until you have a sense of responsi- 
bility, knowing that certain things 
must be done, and feeling yourself 
a failure unless they are done. An 
irresponsible person is not only an 
inferior Christian, but is also un- 
suited for any other work in life. 
They are at all times a liability to 
others, and must depend on the 
tolerance of others and the pa- 
tience of others to get along at all. 
We all have responsibilities, and 
character is found in our fulfilling

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HE LARGEST, most active 
} religious club on the Lee

neers for Christ Club. 

With a motto, “Saved to Serve,” 
this club is designed to train Chris- 
tians to be more effective personal 
soul-winners. The students are 
given an opportunity to receive 
training in many different fields of 
service. The club sponsors fifteen 
weekly services, which are planned 
and directed by student leaders. 
Through these services the students 
receive “on-the-job” training in 
dealing with people personally 
about their souls.

This 
service was directed by the Pioneers 
for Christ president, Bill Wooten, 
and the evening message was 
brought by the group leader for 
invasions, Harmon Roberts. After 
an inspiring message on “The Pur- 
pose of the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost,” the students began to deal 
with individuals about their souls. 
The Lord rewarded their efforts 
with four precious converts. Many 
Christians were in the altar re- 
dedicating their lives for greater 
service for Him.

SOUNDED ON the west by 

the China Sea, on the east 

by the Pacific Ocean, south- 
west by the Sulu Sea, and on the 
south by the Moro Gulf and the 
Celebes Sea lies a group of islands 
called “The pearl of the Orient,” 
the Philippine Islands. The Philip- 
pines are comprised of 7,000 islands. 
The larger islands in this group are 
Luzon, Mindanao, and the Visayan 
Islands. Many of the smaller islands 
are uninhabited. The population of 
the Philippines is twenty-three mil- 
lion. 

In the Pearl of the Orient, many 
have found the Pearl of Great 
Price. A great number who rejoice 
over having found this great trea- 
sure are members of the Church 
of God, and are busy winning the 
lost to the Lord. It was my happy 
privilege to minister to this splendid 
group of Christians in some special 
services arranged by the Overseer, 
Brother Lovell R. Cary. 

The Church of God operates two 
Bible Schools in the Philippines, 
one on the island of Mindanao and 
the other on Luzon. The total en- 
rollment in both schools this year 
is ninety-two, with twenty-eight in 


the graduating classes this spring. 
There are sixty organized Churches 
of God with a membership of 
1,643. Seventy-three ministers 
faithfully serve these people. Many 
of the graduates of the Bible 
Schools will be entering the harvest 
fields of the Master to take the 
gospel light to a darkened world. 
I met many of these fine men of 
God who are preaching in the 
Church of God. They are a dedi- 
cated group of laborers who are 
working at this task with unselfish 
devotion and unbounding joy. 

On February 7, Brother Cary and 
I landed at the airport in Midsayap. 
As we stepped off the plane, a large 
group began singing, “There’s a 
Christian Welcome Here.” We were 
surrounded by Church of God Bible 
School students who placed flowers 
around our necks and gave us a 
hearty handshake. I felt at home 
among this friendly Christian 
group. Earlier in the day they had 
services at the jail where some 
were saved, and before our arrival 
they had conducted a service at 
the airport. We boarded a bus that 
had been chartered for the occa- 
sion, and all the way to the school 
the countryside rang with songs of 
praise to our Lord. 

An afternoon service was con- 
ducted at 3:00 p.m. After service, 
we had a short rest and an evening 
meal before returning to the school 
for the night service. There was 
not enough room to seat all the 
people who came, so many stood 
on the outside. After the message 
an altar call was given and five 
people were saved that night. We 
were leaving at 6:30 the next morn- 
ing, so service was announced for 
5:30 in the morning. A large group 
had gathered by 5:00 o’clock, pray- 
ing and seeking the face of the 
Lord. At 5:30 a.m., they sang a 
couple of songs and I began preach- 
ing. The Lord blessed our souls and 
the service continued until almost 
time for the bus we were to board 
for the ride back to the airport. 

Tuesday morning, February 9, we 
flew to Cauayan, Isabella, where the 
students met us at the airport 
greeting us with songs and flowers. 
We rode to the school and con- 
ducted three services that day in 
the school chapel. Ministers and 
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members from the district came for 
this occasion. You would be happy 
if you could see the buildings there 
and the earnest group of students 
eagerly searching the Scripture for 
truths to give to others. All three 
services were blessed of the Lord 
and at the close of the night ser- 
vice I gave an invitation for the 
unsaved. What a joy indeed to see 
six souls saved that night. 
Wednesday morning we were 
again greeted at the airport in 
Aparri by Church of God members 
from the church at Barabarit. They 
had chartered a bus in which we 
all rode to the church some miles 
away. They lustily sang, “No one 
is so happy as a child of God” and 
other choruses while riding along. 
Arriving at about 1:00 o’clock in 
the afternoon, we found lunch 
awaiting us. After eating we went 
for an afternoon service at the 
church. The building here is the 
largest in the Philippines, but long 
before time for the night service to 
begin, it was filled. People kept 
coming and the overflowing crowd 
stood to hear the Word of the Lord. 
At the close of the message, sev- 
eral came forward weeping and 
six souls were saved that night. 


We arose at 4:30 the next morn- 
ing to leave for the next service. 
A jeep ride of forty-eight miles was 
necessary to make plane connec- 
tions for Payas, the next church 
on our itinerary. Three of the 
brethren went with us to Payas to 
enjoy the services. A large crowd 
greeted us with songs and flowers 
and all of us rode to the church. 
The people had erected a large sign 
at the church greeting the General 
Overseer and the Overseer of the 
Philippines. They had thoughtfully 
raised Old Glory to wave alongside 
the flag of the Philippines. After 
a splendid lunch prepared by the 
ladies, we had a blessed afternoon 
service. Overflow crowds jammed 
the building and many sat outside 
during the night service. One soul 
found the Lord that night. He was 
a backslider who longed for the 
restoration of the joy of the Lord. 

The future for the Church of God 
is one of hope and of a bountiful 
harvest. More room is needed at 
both of the Bible Schools. Many 
new churches could be established

at once if we had preachers to 
send into these towns and villages. 
Pray for the work of the Church of 
God in this great field. I shall long 
remember the songs of this people 
and their great joy in the Lord. 

Brother and Sister Cary are 
faithful missionaries for the 
church. I count it an honor to call 
them my brother and sister in the 
Lord. The people here love them, 
and the Carys love the people. Their 
two daughters are enthusiastic 
about the work here and whole- 
heartedly enjoy working with their 


parents in this great vineyard. My 
visit in their home has been pleas- 
ant, and they have the ability of 
making one feel welcome and at 
perfect ease. My stay has been a 
delightful interlude in this busy and 
rushed trip. 

I know that the Carys will be 
very pleased if you will become 
their fellow-laborer by praying for 
this field. Take time to pray for 
your missionaries and take time 
to write them a letter occasionally, 
letting them know you are standing 
with them in this great work.

Go to a zoological or botanical 
garden and you will stand in won- 
der at the exquisite colors, blends, 
and combinations in the feathers of 
birds which are richer and shinier 
than any velvet. See the intricate 
designs in marine life and in plant 
life. You will exclaim “Oh, how 
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perfect is the handiwork of God.” 

t, then, is wrong with man?

are incomplete, although they thrill 
us by their message of description 
and light-giving words. Pencils aft- 
er pencils are used and many mil- 
lion bottles of ink are distributed by 
writing of Him until we are ex- 
hausted and we learn then that 
we are unable to tell all there is to 
know about Him. 


Greatest of thought does not re- 
veal all His greatness. Sermon after 
sermon, though filled with phrases 
of beauty, only touch the surface 
of thought about the Man of 
Galilee. 


The Bible is a wonderful book, 
but still as we study its contents, 
we soon learn it does not tell all 
there is to know about Christ. Even 
John writes, “And there are also 
many other things which Jesus did, 
the which, if they should be written 
every one, I suppose that even the 
world itself could not contain the 
books that should be written” (John 
21:25). Although the Bible does not 
tell us all there is to know about 
Christ, it does not.mean that it 
is incomplete because it gives us 
enough light to be filled with the 
blessings of salvation. But I am 
convinced that the half has never 
been told. Heaven will be greater 
for us as we learn the fullness of 
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our adorable Christ and as His 
power is revealed. 


Christ is great because of His 
love. He had a love that won the 
hearts of the people. “Greater love 
hath no man than this, that a man

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he 
do; because I go unto my Father.” 
If we practice this verse of Scrip- 
ture in our churches, we will have 
more than warmed-over services; 
heaven will visit us with greater 
things than Christ did, because 
Christ is there today with His 
Father, who is our Father, too.

In 
the church, in the school, in your 
home, on your job, among your 
friends, among your business asso- 
ciates, all who ever meet you should 
learn that you can be depended 
upon, that you can be trusted in 


your promises, relied upon to do 
right even when there is no spoken 
promise, trusted to be a defender 
of truth, looked to as a constant 
and steady person whose character 
refuses to be untainted by the 
faults mentioned here.

v COMBS 


Reverend Willis E. Combs was 
born in Lee County, Kentucky, on 
April 20, 1912, and went to be with 
the Lord on December 3, 1959. He 
was pastor of the Church of God 


at 3542 Butler Avenue, Fresno, 
California, at the time of his death. 
He was stricken with leukemia 
about four weeks before he passed 
away. 


He was saved at the age of 17 at” 


the Church of God at South Leba- 
non, Ohio, during a revival con- 
ducted by Rev. Joel Stamper. He 
was sanctified, baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, and became a mem- 
ber of the church during that 
revival. 

His first pastorate was the church 
at South Lebanon which he had 
supported faithfully and where he 
had served as clerk, Sunday School 
teacher, and Y.P.E. leader. During 
the time he was pastor, a new 
building was completed and dedi- 
cated. The building was constructed 
of cement block. There was a full 
size basement with Sunday School 
rooms, rest rooms, and a heating 
plant. 

From South Lebanon he moved 
to Richmondale, Ohio. He enjoyed 
a successful pastorate there. The 
church was blessed with a number 
of souls being saved. While he was 
laboring there, God laid upon his 
heart a burden for the city of 
Norwood, Ohio. For weeks he prayed 
about going there, and carried such 
a burden that he walked the floor 
and L peegee into the night hours. 
Finally he made his decision to go. 
The State Overseer, Reverend J. H. 
Hughes, gave his approval. God 
worked in marvelous ways His won- 
ders to perform, and the Church 
of God was founded in that =. 
There were suffering and heart- 
ache, but he never complained. He 
was happy in working for God and 
the church. 

In 1948 he moved his family to 
the State of California because he 
felt the Lord had need of his service 
there. The East Los Angeles Church 
on South Gage Avenue was his 
first pastorate in California. While 
there the membership more than 
doubled, and improvements were 
made on the parsonage. 

While he pastored the church on 
Millbrook and Harvey Avenues in 
Fresno, a new church building was 


erected. The auditorium is 40’ x 60’, 
and four Sunday School rooms and 
a heating and cooling plant are 
located at the rear of the auditor- 
ium. There is also a large nursery. 
The property at that time was 
valued at $32,000. The membership 
more than doubled, and the finance 
increased to the highest record the 
church had ever known. Numbers 
were saved and blessed of the Lord. 

He was pastor of the church in 
San Pablo, California, and in Battle 
Creek, Michigan. At both of these 
churches the work of God prosper- 
ed under his leadership. Repair 
work, painting, 
were done on the church propesy- 

At Torrance, California, a beau- 
tiful three-bedroom parsonage was 
built and completely furnished dur- 
ing Brother Combs’ administration. 
God blessed the church with num- 
bers being saved, sanctified, filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and added to 
the church. 

At camp meeting time in 1956 a 
pastor was needed at the church on 
Butler Avenue in Fresno. He vol- 
unteered to go there because God 
had been dealing with him about 
pastoring the church. While the 
church at Torrance was considered 
one of the best in the state (and 
the church there had voted for 


-him to remain another term), he 


did not hesitate, at the moving of 
the Spirit of God, to resign and go 
to Fresno. The church on Butler 
Avenue had no property of its own. 
As soon as possible he arranged, 
with the cooperation of the church, 
to purchase the large church 
building which now houses the 
Church of God. The building was 
remodeled, repainted, the seating 
arrangement changed, and new 
carpets installed. The church has 
prospered, and God has blessed the 
work of His faithful servant during 
the past three and one-half years. 

Everywhere he went he labored 
in behalf of the church. His whole 
life and everything he had was 
expended for God and the church. 
Only eternity can tell all the good 
he did during his lifetime. He was 
loved and highly respected for the 
godly life he lived. 

In the State of California, he had 
served the church for a number of 
years as a member of the State 
Council. He was on the School 
Board of the West Coast Bible 


and remodeling Vv 


College. He served on the Minister- 
ial Examining Board, and as State 
Trustee. 

He left a testimony that he was 
ready to go if the Lord saw best 
to take him home. Many people 
remarked that his Christian life 
had been a real example to them. 

His funeral was under the direc- 
tion of Rev. L. W. McIntyre, State 
Overseer of California and Nevada. 
Interment was in the Belmont 
Memorial Park Cemetery in Fresno. 

He leaves his widow; three sons, 
Willis, Jr., Elden, and LeRoy all of 
Fresno; one daughter, Mrs. Darlene 
Royer of Fresno; one granddaugh- 
ter, Tamra Lyn Royer; his mother, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Combs of Dayton, 
Ohio; two brothers, Rev. R. M. 
Combs of Hemet, California, and 
Rev. C. J. Combs of Lebanon, Ohio; 
two sisters, Mrs. Wilson Burton of 
Wide Creek, Kentucky, and Mrs. 
Viola Hiatt of Oregonia, Ohio; other 
relatives and many friends.
